has  beer?  greatly  raised.  In  order  to  carr?'  out  a  well  thought 
out  policy  and  the  aims  of  the  grain  arraniienant ,  it  has  to  be 
approached  from  the  practical  and  realistic  point  of  view,  and 
the  crops  raised  bj/  the  people’s  ocmmiine  in  rura..L  areas  ns'ast  be 
put  ptider  goveKiment  contrr.O.-  and  managejuentr  Therefore,  the 
gov'emment  is  reapcnsible  for  the  provisions  for  graii*  in  the 
people’s  coimu.nes. 

'Ilje  party  regards  agriculture  as  the  basis  of  the  state 
econotsy  and  sisice  the  time  when  the  party  pronoiuioed  its  battle 
slogan, ''agriculture-  is  the  first  and  foremost  foundation”  the 
consolidated  villages,  using  their  titanic  power,  have  thrown 
their  coitbined  ef.fortB  into  the  straggle  for  bettei'  sowing,  har¬ 
vesting,  and  better  marvagsment  of  their  fields.  The  intensity 
of  the  sffojrts  of  the  aiasses  is  very  great  and  the-  greater  Is  the 
masses’  power,  trie  greater  the  care  which  has  uo  be  taken  of 
their  life.  Wnea  the  Rourishment  of  the  raembers  of  cesromanes  is 
well  arranged,  then  they  will  have  enough  food  and  they  will  manage 
their  production  better*  In  order  to.  provide  them  witVi  enor!.gh  food 
to  last  out  the  whole  year,  it  is  necessary  during  the  year  to  make 
use  of  the  foJJLowing  Hire©  periods;  first,  the  time  when  the 
autuaaji.  harvest  is  gathered;  second,  the  interaediate  p;3rlod 
(between  the  sowing  and  haraestlng) ;  an.d  third,  the  period  after 
'  the  summer  harvest.  At  pz’esent  the  summer  crop  is  already  har- 
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
